After 
the British troops had halted the 
Teutons they seized upon the name 
as a special honor.

Illinois Circuit Court Gives 
Ruling in Suit 

Three Points Covered by 
Judge’s Decision 


Special Legislative Action 
Declared Likely _ 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10. Un- 
nois primary law is unconstitutional, 
Judge Harry M. Fisher held today in 
Circuit Court in a suit brought by 
Julius Kreeger, as a citizen. against 
County Clerk Robert Sweitser, and 
County Treasurer George Harding. 

Three points were covered by the 
judge in his ruling. The general pri- 
mary act is unconstitutional, because, 
he declared, it deals with two sub- 
jects under one title, primary elec- 
tion and party organizations. 

This legislation did away with reg- 
istration in Chicago on some occa- 
sions and is therefore unconstitu- 
tional because some who could not 
register were disqualified 
ing. 


GOES BY PRECEDENT 

In the voting strength of 
precinct committeemen, there is no 
provision for determining that 
strength on a resubdivision of any 
precinct. 
Judge Fisher, is void, under a ruling 
of the Supreme Court, which held the 
primary law of 1910 invalid. 

In holding fatal the same defects 
in the present law, the judge said he 
was guided by the previous ruling. 

Two acts were involved in the suit, 
one providing for making legislative 
nominations and the other provid- 
ing for the holding of primaries for 
the nomination of county offices and 
precinct committeemen.

GIVES VIEWS 
ON TAXATION 


Opposition to Federal 
Estate Levy Reiterated; 
Says State Paramount 


NEW YORE, Nov. 10. (4)—Opposi- 
tion to the Federal estate tax law “as 
a matter of State right” was reiter- 
ated by Gov. Smith in a letter made 
public today. 
The Governor's letter is in answer 


to one sent him a few weeks ago by 
Charles T. Gwynne, executive vice- 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York, in 
which the chief executive was asked 
to make known his position with re- 
spect to repeal of the Federal estate 
tax 


Gov. Smith pointed out in his re- 
ply that his position is correctly stat- 
ed by Tax Commissioner Graves at a 
hearing in 1925 before the Ways and 
Means Committee of Congress, when 
Graves said that the tax commission 
of the State and the Governor be- 
neved that the Federal government 
should abandon the field of estate 
taxation “at the end of a six-year pe- 
riod, which would make date 
of abandonment 1931.” 

The Governor also refers to a reso- 
lution, adopted at a conference of 
governors held in 1925, which called 
for repeal of the Federal estate tax. 

“If I were convinced that the State 
had accomplished now what it was 
sought to accomplish by the delay of 
six years,” the Governor wrote, “I 
would favor its repeal now. As a mat- 
ter of State rights I am against the 
Federal government reaching into the 
States for revenues where a consider- 
able number, or practically all, are 
deriving revenues from the same 
source of taxation. 

“I think that you will find,” he con- 
cludes, “this opinion is in line with 
the best economic views on the sub- 
ject and that it also reflects the views 
of the national conference on inhber- 
itance taxation.” 


Miners’ Peace 
Plan Falters 


DENVER, Nov. 10. (#)—Peace pro- 
posals to end the I. W. W. strike in 
the Colorado coal fields apparently 
made little headway today. Mine op- 
erators displayed no enthusiasm over 
plans that have been suggested, and 
Jesse F. Welborn, president of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, is- 
sued a statement in which he said 
there is no disagreement between the 
workers and the owners. 

Strikers in Southern Colorado, how- 
ever, planned to go ahead with a pro- 
posal to petition the State Industrial 
Commission to grant a hearing of 
their grievances. Commissioner 
George Taylor said today that the 
State industrial law specifies that the 
commission can act in disputes only 
between employees and employers 


and that the striking miners do not 
hold the status of employees, as the 
strike has been held illegal.

Pacis, | Prayer for the wisdom and understanding 


INE YEARS AFTER 
On this day, nine years 
went frantic with joy. The greatest, cruel- 
est, most hateful war in history had come to 
an end. 

Twenty-eight nations laid down their arms 
and thanked their Deity—and mourned for 
over 8,000,000. dead and nearly 40,000,000 
“casualties,” not including those millions 
who died from disease. 

The rejoicing had to be emotional, wild, 
noisy, shrieking, then, because the reaction 
was so tense, and the memory of those 
40,000,000 casualties, those 8,000,000 dead, 
had to be drowned out. We had to be mad 
for a little while, for our reason's sake. 

On these recurring anniversaries of the 
Armistice we try to revive the rejoicing, 
eat, drink and be merry—but we are not 
mad with the joy of reaction any longer. It 
is becoming a matter of organized artificial 
revelling. 

The day should surely be spent in prayer 


of nations, prayer for protection against the 
mad folly of rulers that made twenty-eight 
nations set forth to kill. 

It is difficult to answer a child's ques- 
tions about this Armistice Day of ours. The 
occasion for it is so shameful. All that re- 
mains is the everlasting disgrace of it. And 
the poor maimed “casualties” who still live, 
thousands upon thousands of them in every 
nation’s hospitals. | 

What caused that war? It all seems so 
trumpery, so incredibly paltry now. We 
blush to remember the fierce organized 
hates that we indulged so furiously, with 
such bitter insanity. We blush for the in- 
flamed madness of those dreadful years— 
every one of those twenty-cight nations 
must blush for the crime of it, the shameful 
@isgrace of it now— nine years after. Just 
shunting the blame from nation to nation, 
from ruler to ruler, in cheap alibi “memoirs” 
doesn’t help. Humanity was to blame, 
greed, cruelty, lust of power, despicable 
bates, jealousies, vanities were to blame. 
Our mode and system of modern civilization 
was to blame. The paltry limitations of our 
spiritual ignorance were to blame. 

The hypocritical divergence between our 
voiced principles and our claimed ideals, 
and our secret greeds, hates, deeds was to 
blame. The difference between the world's 
lip-service religion and its personal conduct 
was to blame. The hideous lack of applied 
fine scruples was to blame, The world’s 
hypocrisy cheated itself into bloody calam- 
ity—and 40,000,000 casualties paid the price. 

See the dased confusion in the mind of an 
innocent, honest child when one tries to ex- 
plain Armistice Day with the arguments 
that were used to justify the war—even for 
those nations who held themselves most 
guiltless, who believed God was on their 
side. 


Some nations may blush more than others 
for the memory of war causes, but the whole 
world was guilty, the shame is for all hu- 
manity. 

Nine years after—end a revival of inter- 
est in war plays and pictures, in war books 
and novels, mostly hilarious cotmedies. For 
a while we hated everything connected with 
war—and now it is mostly a joke. We have 
to forget so much to be able to laugh, not to 
have been too close to it ourselves, not to 
be mourning one of the 40,000,000. 

But while the fans laugh at war pictures 
another earnest army of people are working 
to save humanity from the grir:, criminal 
“joke” of another war... even as the 
cynics that “another war is in- 
evitable” ... On Armistice Days 8,000,000 
ghosts should haunt us, 40,000,000 casualties 
Should taunt us. Inevitable? Dear God in 
heaven, why, why? 


SSUES IN RIVERSIDE 

The local election in Riverside this 
year has at least two issues of more than 
local importance, since in that city there is 
an apparent combination of closed-shop ad- 
vocates and the Ku Klux Klan in an effort 
to gain control. Since Riverside has been 
for many years a community dedicated to in- 
dustrial tranquillity and religious tolerance, 
and has found prosperity in peaceful and 
orderly development through the co-opera- 
tion of her substantial business men and 
her churches for good government, the elec- 
tion result will be considered t all 
over Southern California. 


Though Edward M. Dighton has denied 
that he is allied with the Klan and has re- 
frained carefully from specifying that he 
means the closed shop for Riverside whea 
he talks of putting “laboring men” in city 
jobs, be boasts of support by the hooded 
order and his support by union labor has 
been equally apparent. He has had no ex- 
perience in the Administration of anything 
larger than a small grocery, and his only 
public employment seems to have been as 
@ postal clerk in Denver. : 


The Riverside City Charter makes the 
Mayor's office unusually important, since he 
appoints city boards and commissions and 
the Chief of Police without confirmation by 
the Council. Only a man of experience and 
responsibility obviously should be given 
such power, and the wrong kind of Mayor 
might do Riverside much harm. 

Dighton's outstanding opponent ig Horace 
Porter, Mayor of the city from 1918 to 1922, 
in which year he declined to run for a third 
term. Porter is a former Congregational 
pastor and is now executive secretary of 
the Riverside Community Chest. He is 
running on his public record and is sup 
ported by the Business Men's Association, 
other civic organizations and most of the 
churches. Porter stands for the open shop 
in industry and a continuance of the other 
policies of past Riverside administrations 
| which have kept the city clean and orderly, 
and desirable as a residence and busin 
place. 

Dighton’s chance for victory seems to rest 
upon the possibility that the four other 
candidates may draw enough votes from 
Porter to give Dighton a plurality and that 
in a six-cornered fight anything may happen. 
No claim is made for him that he repre 
sents the majority sentiment of Riverside.

Sighs politics of the situation were quite obscure to the million doughboys and their officers in the Meuse- 
_ Argonne offensive right up to the late evening of November 10, when the rumor of an armistice leaked 
through and electrified an army that already was well shocked. There was still plenty of fighting going on 
all along the seventy-mile front. Along the axial roads leading from the railheads to the lines an endless train 
of ammunition and supply trucks slopped along through the chalky mud. Now and then a heroic cyclist 
riding solo shot along among the trucks, picking his way at forty miles an hour in misty darkness carrying dis- 
patches to the front. The near skies were cut with crazy whiz-bangs and the far skies lit with streaky flashes 
of bursting shells and the monotonous roar and moan of the six-weeks-old Argonne-Meuse battle rose una- 
bated to the suffering dome of Northern France's outraged heavens. age 

The rumors came by field phone from ““Whitewing”—wherever that was. Probably at Chaumont. 
perhaps at Souilly—anyway it was general headquarters. The signal corps man on the phone at C. H. Q. 
told somebody else who passed the word along to another who purposely let it leak out all around that a 
group of Allied and German generals were talking it over in a freight car somewhere, an armistice had been 
agreed upon, and all that lacked was the final order to cease firing. Then the doughboys kept amending the 
rumor to suit themselves until it was generally agreed upon that the war was over. Over in some of the German 
trenches a similar drama had been staged. So about 9 o'clock there was a general celebration that G. H. Q. 
never authorized. In fact G. H. Q. would have been somewhat chagrined had it known about the ceremonies 
that were enacted before the war was over. i 

The discharge of ammunition into the moist skies was at random and at large. A good place to stand 
was under some of the usually insufficient elephant-iron shelters. The pitter-patter of spent bullets return- 
ing to earth sounded pleasanter in spots well guarded directly above. Here and there cheerful bonfires spread 
grateful warmth and cheer and some of them were fed by Yankee hands and some by German. To be sure, 
this did not occur all along the line. All were not crazy nor misinformed, but while a good time was not had 
by all * gg celebrated an armistice not yet consummated and unleashed long-restrained tendencies to

ADDS TO LAURELS 
Albert Plays Interesting Program 


Displaying Flair for the 
Very Old and Very New

Samuel Albert, a young violinist 
of America with a European musical 
education that included. famous 
teachers, made his debut in Los An- 
geles at the Biltmore music room 
last night under the auspices of L.

Albert's tone is clear, strong and 
of pleasing quality.

The Handel style was authent- 
ic and he achieved fascinating re- 
sults with two ultramodern num- 
bers by Nandor Zsolt which haa 
their American premiere at this con- 
cert. His technical ability was not 
quite equal to the Lalo Symphonie 
Espagnole and here his accompanist 
fell short of the orchestral idea:

Fred Thomson 
in Adventure 
Thriller a Hit 


sent to bed for reading about Jesse 


James a score or so years ago, but 
now he has made his debut on the 
screen as the new screen hero, and 
youngsters go to see him accompa- 
nied by their parents. 

This 1927 result, at least, was ob- 
viously evident in the oase of the 
first audience that saw the produc- 
tion starring Fred Thomson yester- 
day at the Metropolitan Theater, and 
certainly Thomson has done nobly by 
way of making the famous outlaw a 
hero. Whether he has actually suc- 
ceeded for the keener acceptances, 
he has in any event told a rattling 
good story, with a freshness of style 
that should win him ample recogni- 
tion, 

Thomson has been a time 
coming to the screen in a feature of 
class and quality, which is pro- 
scribed for so-called first-run enter- 
tainment. Perhaps “Jesse James” 
isn't any better than other pictures 
he has made in the past, but until 
now he has triumphed principally 
as a small-town favorite. 

There is no question about his 
clean-cut personality. I doubt wheth- 
er anybody could have made Jesse 
James as eminently acceptable as he 
has done in this picture. He him- 
self sponsors the statement that this 


| is as far as possible to reproduce it 


an authentic record of the famous 
daredevil of the post-Civil War days, 
whose heroism in this version, if it 
was of the rather lawless type, seems 
to have much to commend it. Thom- 
son has portrayed him as a not-bad 
character, but one driven to maraud- 
ing by vicious intrigues that went 
on in the days after the assassina- 
tion of Lincoln. 

The picture introduces him first as 
a member of Quantrell’s guerrillas 
aligned with the southern troops dur- 
ing the war days. They were taught 
by their leader to shoot with both 
hands and ride with the bridles of 
their borses in their teeth. 

Adventure follows rapidly on the 
heels of adventure. There is one 
scene showing James on a hilltop 
holding up the Confederate flag as 
an inspiration to the troops, under 
heavy fire. There is another that 
visualizes him on a spying expedi- 
tion, in which he has to escape up 
a chimney, 

Through the entire picture runs a 
love story, and a strangely attractive 
one. The production ends with his 
elopement with the ward of his per- 
secutor and pursuer, but leaves the 
hint that he is going to die with his 
boots on. The finish is abrupt as a 
finish. 

The action of the picture largely 
consists of riding and leaping feats, 
for which the star is famous, but 
there are also some scenes that are 
effective as regards acting. Thomson 
appears very well qualified for these. 

In the support are Montague Love, 
William Courtright in an excellent 
comedy interpretation, Harry Woods, 
Mary Carr and others, while the 
leading lady, Néra Lane, is an excep- 
tionally sweet and charming girl, and 
seemingly gifted with acting ability. 
She doesn't always photograph per- 
fectly, but it would appear that she 
has e future. 

Lloyd Ingraham directed. and 
“Jesse James” may be described as 
enlivening and interesting, even if it 
seems to evince some ethical ruth- 
lessness. I must say, incidentally, 
that Thomson does demonstrate an 
amazing facility for dodging bullets 
in this picture, in addition to his 
athletic prowess. *
